DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's response filed October 5, 2006 have been entered. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
remarks on the teachings of the cited prior arts, especially, 751 have been considered, 
and are found persuasive. Therefore, the rejection under 35 USC 103(a) is withdrawn. 
The cited prior arts fail to teach or fairly suggest the instant method of employing the 
estradiol metabolite for the treatment of pulmonary hypertension and heart failure. 

US 2003/0050294 ('294) is the closest prior arts for the treatment of heart failure. 
'294 discloses a method of treating metabolic syndromes and its associated renal 
dysfunction employing the instant compounds. 

It is noted that co-pending application 11/431,180 containing claims that are 
conflicting with the instant claims. However, since the provisional obviousness double 
patenting rejection would be the only rejection in the instant case, such rejection is not 
made. And the instant application will be passed to issue. Once the patent is granted, 
an obvious double patenting will be made against 11/431,180.
